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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendment to claim 3 introduces 
the limitations of claim 1 and 2 which have been rejected by Hideki and Kajino et al in the previous final rejection. The prior art of Hideki 
and Kajino et al is inherently capable of meeting this limitation wherein the height of the guide member is adjustable and thus setting the 
height " not higher" than the level of a lower surface of the atmosphere cutoff plate is a matter of an intended use and the apparatus of 
Kajino et al/Hideki is inherently capable of meeting this limitation.Nevertheless, if applicant disagrees with the intended use assertion, the 
level of guiding member required as the lower surface would require further search and consideration. 
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
